This is a decision on the petition filed on March 7, 201 1 by which petitioner requests 
reconsideration and withdrawal of the restriction requirement based on constructive election 
mailed Nov. 12, 2010 and that non-elected claims 19-23 be rejoined and examined on the merits.
